THE WEDDING CAKE 


At this point it might be well to say a 
few words about the wedding cake itself. 
Any good caterers will make a cake to 
one’s own design, and help by showing 
suitable decorations, etc. The. price of a 
good cake is usually about 4s. 6d. a pound, 
and, of course, a special cake-stand and 
knife have to be provided. A point to be 


remembered is that everyone will see, and 


robably taste, the wedding cake, and it 
is well worth while spending perhaps even 
a little more than one can afford and 
getting the best. It saves a great deal of 
worry to the bride’s mother if all the rest 
of the catering can be handed over to some 
good firm who specialise in. wedding 
receptions, They will supply all the other 
necessary food, the wine, the glass and 
china, and, above all, will be responsible 
for the waiting, so that the bride’s mother 
and other members’ of her family can 
entertain their guests and enjoy the day. 


BRIDAL BEAUTY 


A very important thing to be remem- 
bered in connection with ‘the recep- 
tion is that the bride should not 
be worried by “any of the arrange- 
ments. The engagement period is a very 


busy time for her; for, apart. from the 


general excitement, she has to see 
to her trousseau and. have hundreds of 
fittings, as well as meeting her. fiancé’s 
friends and ,relations and being enter- 
tained by them. Amidst all the flurry 
and happiness the bride, unfortunately, 
often does not realise how tired: she is 
becoming: until the great day arrives and 
‘she wakes up to the fact that she has not 
the healthy colour and bright cyes needed 
for bridal finery. For at least a week 
before her wedding day the bride-to-be 
should’ devote as much time as she ‘can 
spare to resting, and for the last three 
days she must. make time, if she cannot 
find it any other way. Beauty treatments 
are no good unless rest has been given to 
relax the muscles, and as the bride’s face 
is the cynosure of all eyes, it must look 
its very best.

The Labour 
Party in Great Britain is just as anxious 
to win the war as any other party. ‘Indeed, 
during the early stages of the struggle Mr. 
Arthar Greenwood’s. speeches. were an 
inspiration to the whole British: people. if 
they are invited to join the Government, 


certainly will accept, but it is is doubtful 
that they will agree to serve under the 
Premiership of Mr. ‘Chamberlain: .

It is felt, however, 
that he has surrounded himself with a 
group of elderly gentlemen who are in no 
way fitted to match their wits. against 
those of the present leaders of Germany. 
Furthermore, it is felt that Mr. Chamber- 
lain himself lacks the qualities of 
imagination “and initiative that are so 
essential in time of war.
